Speaks  to  Press

Former  V-12  Sailor 
Disappears  at  Sea 

“Billy”  Grant  Is  Gone  With 
No  Clues  as  to  What 
Happened  to  Him. 

Glen  Russell  (“Billy")  Grant, 
former  member  of  the  Navy  V-12 
unit  stationed  at  the  College,  is  re,- 
ported  missing'  at  sea  since  Decem¬ 
ber  18,  according  to  an  article  in  a. 
Sikeston  newspaper.  He  disappear¬ 
ed  from  the  U.  S.  S.  Monterey, 
which  sailed  from  Newport  News, 
Virginia,  on  December  12,  bound 
for  Naples,  Italy,  to  return  Ameri¬ 
can  soldiers  to  this  country.  The 
ship  was  near  Gibraltar  when  the- 
young  man  was  reported  mhsing, 
The  newspaper  account,  which 
contains  the  only  information  re¬ 
ceived  here,  says  in  part,  “Accord¬ 
ing  to  information  received  in  a 
telephone  conversation  between 
relatives  and  the  captain  of  the 
ship,  which  docked  at  Newport 
News  at  the  completion  of  its  trip 
lo  Italy,  there  were  no  witnesses  to 
the  Sikeston  sailor's  disappearance, 
About  two  o’clock  on  the  afternoon 
cf  December  18,  the  captain  said, 
Grant  and  his  buddy  went  on  deck 
lo  do  somo  work.  Finding  that  they 
needed  more  tools,  Grant’s  friend 
went  to  get  them,  returning  sever¬ 
al  minutes  later  to  find  Grant 
gone.  Thinking  that  he  had  mere¬ 
ly  wandered  away,  the  other  sailor 
did  not  report  his  absenoe,  and  it 
was  not  until  six  o’clock  that  night, 

.  when  Grant  was  to  have  reported 
for  duty,  that  he  was  found  to  be 
missing  from  the  ship.  A  sentry 
only  150  yards  away  heard  nor  saw 
nothing  that  could  account  for 
the  lad’s  disappearance. 

Though  thero  had  been  storms  at 
sea  during  the  trip,  the  day  on 
which  young  Grant  was  lost  was 
cleav  and  beautiful,  the  captain 
said,  Memorial  services  for  hUrt 
were  held  aboard  ship  on  Decem¬

Wardrobes. 

Fourteen  young  women  of  the 
College  will  blossom  out  in  beauti¬ 
ful  new  dresses  soon  if  what  Is  go¬ 
ing  on  each  day  at  three  o’clock  in 
Room  305  is  an  indication. 

With  Miss  Keltic  Anthony  in 
charge,  the  room  on  any  day  is  an 
interesting  place  to  visit.  Every 
machine  in  the  room  is  in  use — 
that  Is  unless  the  young  lady  is 
basting,  or  pinning  or(  as  once  in 
awhile  it  happens)  ripping. 

Queried  as  to  what  was  going  on, 
■Miss  Anthony  said  that  the  young 
women  -were  members  of  her  class 
In  “Clothing  12"  and  that  thoy 
were  working  on  supplying  their 
own  individual  needs  as  to  clothes. 

First,  Miss  Anthony  said,  the 
class  studies  art  principles,  as  color, 
line,  space,  balance,  rhythm,  dom¬ 
inance.  A  study  is  made  of  the 
personality  of  each  young  woman. 

When  It  is  time  to  decide  upon 
the  garment  to  be  made,  each  stu¬ 
dent  takes’  an  inventory  of  her  own 
wardrobe,  and  from  her  budget  of 
expenses  she  determines  the 
amount  of  money  she  may  spend 
foj  clothes.  Upon  the  basis  of 
.these  facts  each  young  woman  se¬ 
lects  the  garment  to  be  made  and 
chooses  her  materials  on  the  basis 
of  her  income,  her  personality,  and 
her  needs. 

The  next  step,  Miss  Anthony  sjiid, 
is  The  buying  of  the  materials  and 
the  constructing  of  the  garments. 
All  planning,  cutting,  and  fitting 
Is  done  with  the  idea  in  mind  that 
the  particular  garment  is  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  person  who  is 
making  it. 

On  the  day  this  reporter  visited 
Room  305,  every  young  woman  was 
well  along  on  the  garment  she  was 
making.  And'  such  an  array,  of 
gurhients!'.  ‘  One  .  was  making  a 
bright) ;>red’ i ijbrsey.;, dress;  another 
was  making  an  apricot  jersey.  Jer¬ 
sey  seemed  to-be  a  favorite  materi¬ 
al,  and  the  colors — delectable,  may 
cne  say?  One  ambitious  young  lady 
was  working  on  a  tailored  suit— she 
confessed  she  had  done, sewing  be¬ 
fore.  One  was ,  making  a  brunch 
coat;  another,  a  fresh  green  house¬ 
coat.  It  made  one  wish  these  young 
women  would  lend  a  helping 
hand— or  needle — to  help  out  some 
folk  who  want  new  clothes  but  do 
not  have  time  to  make  them. 

In  one  corner  of  the  room  Lois 
Johnson,  a  member  of  the  draping 
class  was  making  a  dress  without 
the  aid  of  a  pattern.  She  explained 
that  since  she  is  an  art  major  she 
had  designed  her.  own  dress  before 
the  draping  process  began,  Starting 
with  an  Idea  of  what  she  wanted, 
■she  had  seen  her  dress  grow  from 
her  drawings  to  the  almost  com¬ 
pleted  dress  that  had  been  draped 
and  cut  on  a  figure  that  had  been 
aiade  to  her  exact  measurements, 
,  Making  the,  figure  Is,  anothor 
story  .  Five  young  women  worked 
on  making  tho  figure,  molding  it  to 
Miss  Johnson’s  size.  Six  young 
women  members  of  the  class  each 
ook  turns  having  their  own  models 
nade.  Once  the  model  Is  made, 
then  each  student  drapes  her  own 
material  on  th»  model,  pinning, 
basting,  and  cutting.

Given  Sunday  Afternoon, ' 
January  27. 

Four  Speakers  to  Be  Heard 

Three  Local  Faculty  Members  and 
Professor  From  St.  Louis  lo 
Talk  on  Varied  Topics. 

Miss  Ruth  Nelson,  of  the  Con¬ 
servatory  of’  Music  of  the  College, 
will  open  the  February  series  of 
lectures  this  year  with  a  lecture- 
recital  for  which  she  has  an¬ 
nounced  the  title  of  “Heart,  Soul, 
and  Senses.  ’ 

This  lecture,  as  well  as  the  three 
succeeding  ones,  will  be  given  in 
the  auditorium  of  the  Horace  Mann 
Laboratory  School  at  four  o’clock 
on  Sunday  afternoon.  Miss  Nelson 
will  speak  on  January  27;  Dr.  John  7 
Harr  on  February  3;  Dr.  Anna  M. 
Painter  on  February  10;  and  Dr. 
Qeorgc  E.  Mylonac  of  Washington 
University,  St.  L6uh,  on*  February 
17.  All  lectures  are  open  to  the 
public. 

Miss  Nelson,  in  her  lecture  will 
discuss  approaches  to  music  in  an 
attempt  to  discover  how  one  can 
best  appreciate  music.  She  brings 
to  her  lecture  a  wealth  of  experi¬ 
ence  in  music.  Beginning  the  study 
of  the  violin  at  an  early  age,  she 
has  made  her  instrument  a  life¬ 
time  study.  She  has  studied  music 
at  Carlefon  College.  the  University 
of  Michigan,  and  the  University  of 
'Minnesota:  she  has  studied  private¬ 
ly  under  excellent  teachers,  among 
them  the  noted  Carl  Flesch  of  Ber¬ 
lin,  Germany.  She  has  had-  musi¬ 
cal  experience  in  playing  with  the  ' 
Dallas,  Texas,  Symphony  Orches¬ 
tra  and  other  musical  organiza¬ 
tions. 

In  the  lecture  recital,  Miss  Nel¬ 
son  will  play  several  numbers  from 
great  violin  literature.  She  will  be 
assisted  toy  Miss  Judith  Thom  at 
the  piano. 

Lectures  Are  Tradition 

The  February  lecture  series  has 
become  a  tradition  at  the  College. 

It  was  in  1930  that  the  idea  of  the 
series  was  conceived.  The  first 
lecture  was  given  on  February  8, 
■1931,  when  Dr..  'Harry  G.  Dildine 
spoke  on  “Gandhi,  t^e  Son  of  'Em¬ 
pire."  : 

Lectures  were  given  during  Feb¬ 
ruary  for  the  next  two  years.  Then 
they  lapsed  until  1937,  .when’  they 
were  again  resumed.  Dr.  Anna  M. 
Painter,  who  had  given  the  second 
of  the  February  lectures  in  1931, 
was  the  first  speaker  on  the  1937 
series,  .using  as  her  title  “An  Old 
Story  Retold.” 

Since  1937,  the  lectures  each' year 
have  been  published  in  the  North¬ 
west  Missouri  State  Teachers  Col¬ 
lege.  Studies.  The  series  each  year 
includes  three  members  of  the  local 
faculty  and  one  visiting  speaker. 
Lectures  of  1946  Are  Varied 

Music,  the  lante-bellum  South¬ 
west,  modern  drama,  and  early 
Crete .  arc  the  subjects  covered  In 
the  1946  February  lectures.  The 
speakers  have  chosen  topics  for 
scholarly  treatment,  and  the  series 
gives  promise  to  be  one  of  interest. 

The  second  lecture,  “The  Conflict 
between  Sectionalism,  Unionism, 
and  Southern  Nationalism  in  the 
Ante-Bellum  Southwest,  1815-1861,” 
will  be  delivered  on  Sunday  after¬ 
noon,  February  3,  toy  Dr.  Harr  of  • 
the  faculty  of  the  Social  Science  - 
department.  He  will  'present  "  a 
,‘jtudy'  df  a’  very'  complex  subject  in 
,an  exceedingly 'critical  and  contro¬ 
versial  period  of  American  history. 
For  years  he  has  been  collecting 
data  from  newspapers,  diaries,  un¬ 
published  private  papers,  and'  other 
sources  to  clarify  thinking  as  to 
this  period. 

The  third  lecture,  “Modem 
■Drama:  A  Platform  and  a  Pas¬ 
sion,"  will  be  given  by  Dr.  Painter, 
head  of  the  English  department,  on 
Sunday  afternoon,  February  10.  Dr,  . 
Painter,  whose  interest  in  the 
drama  Is  almost  a  passion  in  its 
proportions,  will  examine  the  mod¬ 
ern  drama  as  an  Instrument  of 
propaganda. 

The  visiting  lecturer  on  February 
17,  Dr.  Mylonne  of  the  department 
of  art  and  archeology  at  Wadiing-  . 
ton  University.  St.  Louis,  vlll  speak 
on  “Crete  In  1 1 ) Dawn  of  llMory." 
His  lecture  will  close  the  1946  series. 

Tbo  Northwest  Missouri  State 
Teachers  College  Studies  will  be 
published  sometime  this  spring.  It 
is  distributed  to  university  and  col- 
lego  libraries  all  over  the  United 
'States  and  is  often  sent  to  foreign 
universities.

The  high  school  nt  Hutchinson, 
Kansas,  maintains  its  own  print 
shop  ah  cl  does  all  the  printing  for 
the  schools  and  the  board  of  educa¬ 
tion  of"  (Hutchinson. 

Published  In  Volume  HI,  Num¬ 
ber  2,  of  Teachers  Notebook,  is¬ 
sued  from  Hutchinson,  are  the  reg¬ 
ulations  under  which  ?  the  print 
shop  is  operated.  \ 

Regulations  for  Print  Shop 

Printing  done  in  the  High  School 
(Print  Shop  Is  subject  to  the  fol¬ 
lowing  regulation: 

1.  All  printing  shall  bo  paid  for 
at  one-half  the  commercial  rate. 
Bills  shalK  be  rendered  and  a  Copy 
•sent  to  the  school  treasurer  for  col¬ 
lection.  Bills  are  paid  directly  to 
the  school  treasurer.  Funds  so  qol-  . 
lected  shall  be  credited  to  the  print 
shop  account,  and  shall  be  used 
exclusively  to  buy  printing  supplies 
and  equipment.  In  this  way  the 
print  shop  ,  will  become  self-sustain¬ 
ing,  and  its  facilities  will  be  grad¬ 
ually  extended. 

2.  All ‘printing  that  is  to  be  paid 
for  by  the  Board  of  Education  shall 
be  ordered  by  the  Clerk-Treasurer 
on  th'c  Board  of  Education  order 
blank.  Attached  thereto  shall  toe 
the  print  shop  order  blank.  These 
orders  '  shall  be  placed  with  the 
principal  and  forwarded  by  him  to 
the  sli6p. 

3.  If  printing  is  ordered  by  ele¬ 
mentary'  schools,  junior  high 
schools',  .'or  the  Hutchinson  Junior 
College  to  be  paid  for  by  school 
activity  funds  the  order  will  be 
placed  directly  with  the.  high  school 
principal'  and  forwarded  by  him  to 
the  print  j  shop  and  shall  be  paid 
far  at  the' 'office  of  tho  high  school 
treasurer, '  If  such  printing  is  to  be 
paid  for  by  the  school  district,  the 
order  rmiit  be  placed  by  the  Clerk- 
Treasurer. 

4.  All  printing  ordered  by  high 
school  organizations  shall  be  paid 
for  by  those  organizations  and  shall 
be  ordered,  through  the  high  school 
principal  and  forwarded  toy  him  to 
the  print  shop.  A  copy  of  the  bill 
will  be  sent  by  the  print  shop  to  the 
high  school  treasurer’s  office,  which 
shall  make  the  collection. 

5.  Printing  exercises,  pr  other 
printing  required  by  efficient  man¬ 
agement  of  the  shop,  are  to  be  as¬ 
signed  by  the  instructor.  No  costs 
are  to  be  charged  in  such  cases. 

6.  Students  in  printing  class 
may  do  a  reasonable  amount  of 
personal  printing  'With  the  approval 
of  thq  instructor,  but  this  must  not 
be  commercialized. 

7.  ko  printing  may  be  done  for 
any  club,  group,  or  individual  ex¬ 
cepting  as  indicated  above,  or  ex¬ 
cepting  as  specifically  authorized 
by  the  Board  of  Education. 

8.  In  most  cases,  completed  orders 
should  be  delivered  to  the  princi¬ 
pal’s  office,  and  that  office  should 
notify  tile  proper  perso'n  to  call  for 
tho  order. 

These  regulations  went  into  ef¬ 
fect  on  Monday,  October  8,  1945, 
and  apply  to  all  orders  that  were 
placed  on  that  date  and  thereafter.

Chinese  Mathematician 

Lectures  in  America 

BERKELEY,  CALIF.—  (ACP)  — 
Through  a  joint  invitation  by  the 
University  of  California  and  Colum¬ 
bia  University,  Dr.  Pao-Lu-Hsu, 
mathematician  at  Peking  University, 
China,  is  in  the  United  States  for  a 
year  as  visiting  professor.  He  has 
spent  the  fall  term  lecturing  in  sta¬ 
tistics  on  the  Berkeley  campus  of 
tlip.  University  of  California,  and 
has  now  proceeded  to  Columbia  to 
teach  for  one  term. 

Dr.  Hsu,  one  of  the  most  distin¬ 
guished  specialists  in  mathematical 
statistics,  studied  at  Tsinghua  Uni¬ 
versity,  China.  In  1936  he  went  tp 
the  University  of  London  as  special¬ 
ist  in  mathematical  statistics,  re¬ 
ceiving  his  Fh.  D.  frpm  there  in 
1938  and  later  the  D.  Sc  degree.  In 
1£)40  Dr.  Hsu  returned  to  China  as 
professor  at  Peking  University.  In 
order  to  have  the  benefit  of  a  quiet 
zone,  he  had  to  lecture  in  a  cave 
while  Japanese  planes  bombed  his 
and  his  students’  homes.  He  also 
conducted  research  in  caves  and 
sent  his  findings  to  this  country  to 
be  published.
